MARAINI  TOLD  SCI  COUNSELOR  MAY  12  THAT  ITALY  SHARES  U.S. 
CONCERNS  ABOUT  COMPLETING  THE  GPS-GALILEO  AGREEMENT  IN  TIME 
FOR  SIGNATURE  AT  THE  JUNE  26  SUMMIT.  AFTER  SOME  DISCUSSION 
OF  THE  OUTSTANDING  ISSUES  (AND  WITH  SCI  COUNSELOR  STILL  IN 
THE  ROOM),  MARAINI  CALLED  MARIO  CAPORALE , ITALIAN  SPACE 
AGENCY  EXPERT  AND  ITALY'S  REPRESENTATIVE  AT  THE  MAY  13 
MEETING  IN  BRUSSELS.  HE  TOLD  CAPORALE  OF  U.S.  CONCERNS, 
STRESSING  THAT  THESE  WERE  SHARED  BY  ROME.  MARAINI  TOLD 
CAPORALE  THAT  IT  WAS  IMPERATIVE  THAT  THE  TECHNICAL  WORK  BE 
COMPLETED  BY  MAY  25.  CORPORALE  RESPONDED  THAT  HE  EXPECTED 
THAT  IT  WOULD  BE,  AND  THAT  HE  WOULD  USE  HIS  EFFORTS  TOWARD 
THAT  GOAL.
